World-wide interest has been aroused 
by the conversations, which started in 
London yesterday, between representatives 
of the French and British Governments.

Trouble in Egypt 


One must hope that the four shots 
which were fired at Nahas Pasha, the 
Prime Minister of Egypt, on Sunday 
evening will not prove the signal for a new 
surge of discontent there. Fortunately, 
the shots missed their mark, but the fact 
that they were fired at all bodes ill for 
Egypt. Nahas Pasha, the most redoubt- 
able of Zaghlul’s lieutenants in the long 
struggle for independence, is a good 
Premier, under whose influence Egypt 
has begun to flourish, When he signed 
the Anglo-Egyptian Treaty ne made a 
useful bargain for his country. He 
assured her of British assistance in the 
event of any threat from outside; -he 
attracted capital, and with its aid has 
initiated large works of engineer:ng 
which promise to increase the nation’s 
productivity many times over; he laid 
the foundation of a national defence 
system. These achievements, if nothing 
else, have earned him the loyalty of most 
Egyptians, so that a general election, 1f 
taken to-day, without doubt would show 


popular man in the country. As usually 
happens, however, when a rebel comes to 
terms with the enemy, there remains an 
element which accuses him of “ selling 
the pass.” Since the Anglo Egyptian 
Treaty came into effect, Nahas has been 
challenged from two sides—not only by 
the conservative hangers-on of the 
‘palace party,” who formerly supported 
Sidky Pasha in his virtual gictatorship 
under the late King Fuad, but also by the 
recalcitrants of the extreme “left.”

Survival of the Fittest 


Sandor Lehoozky owns a tavern in the 
suburbs of Prague, and at the back of the 
tavern is a vineyard, whence Mr. 
Lehoozky can draw supplies according to 
the requirements of his customers. 
Unhappily, the need for fresh supplies 
seldom arose, because the people of 
Prague uemed to hold Mr. Lehoozky’s 
establishment in considerable distaste. 
Perhaps, it upset them to be served 
almost directly from the tree—a system 
which would permit the inclusion of many 
things like pips, old boots and blotting 
paper in the wine—but, in any case, the 
people of Prague tended to lavour the 
houses of Mr. Lehoozky’s competitors, 
wherein at least they were ignorant of 
the origin of the refreshments that they 
drank. Mr. Lehoozky had no hope for 
the future, and a huge quantity of grapes. 
Suddenly he conceived a way of restoring 
his fortunes, and of using his grapes ; and, 
as far as we can see, he certainly is going 
to use his grapes. Mr. Lehoozky has let it 
be known that a customer, on payment of 
six crowns—or lid.—can drink for one 
hour without further cost. If, at the end 
of the first hour, the customer has re- 
tained his consciousness and his thirst 
Mr. Lehoozky will charge him only three 
crowns for a further sixty minutes. No 
arrangements have been made for the 
third hour, and, indeed, any such arrange- 
ment would be superfluous. Since the in- 
ception of the scheme the whole drinking 
population of Prague has been attending 
Mr, Lehoozky’s soirées. 
they are enjoyable. There would be now 
no opportunity for reverie or philosophic 
discourse in Mr. Lehoozky’s little place ;

Instead, the cus- 
tomers, swathing their chests in tar- 
paulins, clock in at the door, arrange 
themselves by the feed pipe, brace the 
legs to take the strain, and slash into Mr.

Now, 
we should say, appear Mr. Lehoozky’s 
first profits. The customers are galvanised 
into action by the loss of three crowns, 
and they set to work—drinking everything 
within sight—to obtain their money's 
worth. If Mr. Lehoozky continues to 
serve them wine, which costs money, 
as opposed to water, which costs nothing, 
Mr. Lehoozky is a bigger fool than any 
man could be.

Pertinax, in the Echo de 
Paris, strongly criticises the theory that 
Germany should be given a free hand in 
Eastern Europe in order to secure peace 
in Western Europe, and continues that 
any decision by France and England to 
disinterest themselves from Europe as a 
whole, and withdraw behind a wall along 
the Rhine, would very likely be followed 
by some fresh diplomatic upheavals. As 
soon as France and Britain show any 
slackening in their diplomatic attitude 
and a falling-off in their military F- 
parations, or even any change in their 
internal policy, the result is a feeling of 
discouragement among those Powers most 
resolutely opposed to Pan-Germanism. 
@Gurre, the Paris Radical journal, 
remarks that what is legitimate is that 
Germany may enter into the litical 
community circle of Europe. hat is 
desirable is that she may, without harm 
to herself, demobilise her industry, so 
that others may do likewise. What is not 
admissible is that she may dispose of two- 
thirds of Europe as her own happy hunt- 
ing ground, 


Heart to Heart

FOURTEENTH ORDER 

During the last two and a half years 
the Union Castle Line has taken delivery 
from Messrs. Harland and Wolff of nine 
motor vessels totalling almost 115,000 
tons, while at the present time Messrs.

He was taken to the 
Madoc Memorial Hospital at Portmadoc, 
suffering from shock. 

The other machine, in which the two 
occupants were injured, crashed near 
Penygroes, which is about twenty miles 
from Pwllheli. It came down in a field 
on the hillside near Pant-y-Gog farm, and 
Flying-Officer Groce and Flight Sergeant 
Wallington both received head injuries. 
They were taken to Bangor Infirmary, 
where it was stated that Groce was 
“ pretty fair’’ and Wallington “ fairly 
fine.” ‘ 


FARMWORKERS TO THE

fall ran through the fog and dragged the 
men from the wreckage. 

In a statement to a reporter an eye- 
witness said: ‘‘ The aeroplane landed in 
one field and went through a wall into 
another little larger than a garden.

THE WAR IN CHINA

The Far Eastern conflict is undoubtedly 
one of the topics which must find a place 
in the Anglo-French discussions of these 
two days. Japan insists that China’ will 
not get peace until she sues for it, but 
behind this firm and uncompromising 
attitude it is ible to detect a hint of 
wistfulness. e fact of the matter is 
that Japan wants peace far more than 
China does. The other day General 
Chiang Kai-Shek told our Special Corre- 
spondent in Nanking that his minimum 
terms for a cessation of hostilities were a 
settlement within the framework of the 
Nine-Power Treaty. Needless to say, 
such a settlement is unthinkable so far 
as Ja is concerned. Japan has not 
won her battles for nothing; she will 
demand the fruits of victory. It is doubt- 
ful whether she herself knows exactly 
ue she wants, but it is certainly a good 


Japan’s repeated denials of territorial 
ambitions, proceeds The Times, are pre 
sumably on a par with her other 
diplomatic euphemisms. It may be 
assumed that she intends to retain 
control of, at any rate, a = arge 
proportion of the territories she has 
overrun, that they will be administered 
by puppet régimes, with a facade of 
autonomy, and that these régimes will 
require the support of large Japanese 
garrisons. To maintain peace in them 
will be an even harder and more expen- 
sive task than it is in Manchuria, and to 
pretend that the creation by Japan of 
such areas provides a foundation for last- 
ing peace in the Far East is merely waste 
of time. hí 

More than one recent utterance in 
Tokyo has revealed that Japan believes 
war with Russia to be sooner or tater in- 
evitable, and further that she entertains 
hopes of Chinese co-operation in such a 
war, These hopes combine eccentricit 
‘with optimism in a maximum degree.

residents, including two women and 
an eight-year-old girl, have gone on 
board a hulk in the river. 

A number of Americans, Dutch and 
Germans have also gone. No immediate 
trouble is feared, but it is thought better 
that they should sleep on the hulk and go 
on shore by day if they desire, rather 
than make a hurried last-minute exodus. 

H.M. gunboat Cricket is now the only 
British man-o’-war here, but H.M. gun 
boat Scarab is expected this week. 


BRITISH WOMEN 


The Panay and possibly a steamer 
are coming to Nanking from Hankow to 
evacuate the Americans. Thirty-five of 
them are men and seven women. But the 
United States authorities are faced with 
a difficult problem owing to the refusal 
of thirty-two of these—missionaries, 
journalists and newsteel men—to leave 
the city. 

The British women in Nanking are Mrs. 
W. W. Brydon, wife of the proprietor of 
the Yangtse Hotel; her daughter Kath- 
leen, and Mrs. C. Sim, proprietress of the 
Bridge House Hotel. . 


KIANGYIN FORTS 
SHANGHAI, Monday. 


The capture of Changchow, spelling the 
doom of the Kiangyin forts, where the 
first boom is stretched across the Yangtse, 
is announced in a Japanese military 
communiqué. 

Changchow is about 100 miles from 


forts lie some twenty-five miles éast of 
Changchow, and are thus open to a flank- 
ing attack if the Japanese have taken this 
city. 

The Japanese also claim to have occu- 
pied Ihsing, an important highway junc- 
tion to the west of e Tai.

CUSTOMS POSITION

Reuter learps from a British official 
source that an exchange of views took 
place in Tokio to-day between the three 
most interested Powers—Great Britain, 
America, and France—and the Japanese 
Government, on the suggested ‘“pro- 
visional régime’? for the administration 
of the Shanghai Customs during the 
present emergency. Somewhat to the dis- 
may of foreign correspondents, it is 
learned that the Japanese military authori- 
ties are proposing to put Japanese censors

U.S. REPRESENTATIONS 


The United States has made new and 
more vigorous representations to Japan 
against any attempt by the Japanese mili- 
tary at Shanghai to disturb the Chinese 
maritime Customs, says a Reuter’s Wash- 
ington telegram. The State Department 
explains that the new move was in the 
form of a formal written presentation by 
the United States Ambassador in Tokyo, 
Mr. Joseph Grew, to the Japanese Foreign 
Office, of the views already submitted 
orally in an informal manner.

The President deplored that the con- 
struction of houses had not kept pace 
either with the needs or the growth of 
the population. “From 1930 to 1937, in- 
clusive,” he said, ‘‘ the average annual 
number of new dw elling units constructed 
in the United States was 180,000; con- 
trasted with the annual aver e of 800,000 
in the seven years prior to 1 In addi- 
tion, much of our existing housing has 
seriously deteriorated or been demolished. 

‘‘ If is estimated that an average of be: 
tween 600,000 and 800,000 dwelling units 
ought to be built annually over the next 
five yéars to. overceme: the accumulated 
shortage. In ofher words, we could build 
over the next five years three, to four 
million housing units, which, at a mode-. 
rate estimate of 4,000 dollars (£800) per 
unit, would. mean. spending twelve’ to 
fifteen billion doligrs, without creating a 
surplus of housing accommodation.”’ 

Claiming that the fact, that housing 
costs rose “‘ far too sharply’’ between Sep- 
tember, 1855, and March, 1937, was

In every crisis of the theatre, when 
management has changed, or well-known 
players have gone elsewhere with their 
talents, this jeremiad has gone up; but in 
due course the nucleus of a new company 
has started to grow, and in due course new 
players have arrived capable of honouring the 
great tradition of the theatre and enhancing 
its fame. This seems to me to be what 1s

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RELIGION IN RUSSIA

WHY CHURCHES ARE 
CLOSED 
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Miss [. Doroshevsky, Hon. Secretary of the 
Fellowship of St. Alban and St. Sergius, for 
the London district, spoke yesterday on the 
present religious conditions among Russian 
youth, at the annual meeting of the Irish 

ranch of the Anglican and Eastern Churches 
Association in Dublin. 

In Russia, said Miss: Doroshevsky, educa- 
tion had improved since the revolution. There 
were considerably more children who could 
read nowadays. That was one good point; 
but to their great grief the standard of 
religion had become extremely low. Every 
Russian had to study Marxism, and anti- 
religious education was compulsory. It was 
a crime to be in possession of a new edition 
of the Bible, and they could not have 
religious education in their homes. Books 
relating to religion must be kept in the 
churches. Out of 376,000,000 persons in 
Russia only 3,000,000 were Communists, and 
those 3,000,000 had to be repeatedly on the 
watch. When the Government rented a 
church to a group of people, these people 
had to pay taxation which usually was rather 
heavy. And a church was closed on the 
smaliest excuse. If a church chair was 
broken or a candlestick damaged, and it was 
not repaired inside twenty-four -hours, the 
church would be closed. Or if one of the 
group of twenty died; or was shot, and there 
was not another ready to take his place in 
the group, the church would be closed. There 
were over 9,000 priests in concentration 


‘camps, and it was difficult to get priests, 


dificult to get them educated. In Moscow 
to-day there were more churches open than 
cinemas, the number being forty-five. That 
number seem d small in comparison with the 
600 churches in Moscow before the revolution, 
but they had to admire the people who had 
those churches opened. A person who did not 
work in Russia to-day did not eat, and people 
had to work no matter how old they were. 
Speaking of Russians in exile, Miss 
Doroshevsky said that she understood the 
number of Russian .exiles in Ireland was five.
